Hirsch, referring to the color of asphalt, buried under what 
seemed like thousands of tons of white stuff—snow, par¬ 
tially thawed, and then refrozen—that made the work of 
his men sometimes a nightmare.

The Greenbelt City Coun¬ 
cil, at its March 15 regular 
meeting, discussed two items 
related to the planned com¬ 
munity center, heard a re¬ 
port on planned expansion to 
nearby Doctors’ Hospital, 
approved several bids and 
made appointments to city 
advisory boards and commit¬ 
tees. 

Community Center 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld reported 
on his testimony ’before the state 
legislature in support of the pro¬ 
posal, sponsored by the city's 
legislative delegation, that $500,- 
000 in state bonds be sold to 
finance some of the renovations 
needed to convert Center School 
to a community center. 

The chances of approval are 
unknown, since many proposals 
are vying for inclusion in the 
state package. If GreenbelVs 
project is ‘approved, the city 
would receive the revenue from 
the ibond sale. The state govern¬ 
ment would be responsible for 
the repayment of the bonds. 

Council also approved the hir¬ 
ing of Greenman-Pederson, Inc. 
(•GPI) to complete design and 
engineering work for the com¬ 
munity center parking lots. GPI 
performed similar work for the 
renovation of the Roosevelt Cen¬ 
ter lots adjacent to the school 
property. 

Doctors’ Hospital 

Thomas Crowley, Executive 
Vice President of Doctors’ Com¬ 
munity Hospital, described the 
expansion planned for the hos¬ 
pital. Hospital officials are cur¬ 
rently trying to finance the $10 
million program. 

More and more procedures are 
done on an outpatient basis, ex¬ 
plained Crowley, which was not 
true when the hospital was built 
in 1975^ As a result, staff mem¬ 
bers are using hallways and very 
small rooms for these patients, 
causing a loss of privacy. 

Under the expansion plan, a 
medical office building will be 
incorporated into the main build¬ 
ing- Roughly 36,000 square feet 
of new space will be constructed 
in two areas — one connecting 
the existing hospital with the 
medical office building and one

ported quality problems on other 
jobs, the other because of the 
possibility of problems in ob¬ 
taining warranty repairs from 
a distant company. 

The lowest bid was accepted, 
however, for installation of a 
new metal roof to be placed over 
the existing Public Works facility * 
roof. Councilmembers were 
somewhat uncomfortable about 
the roughly $25,500 difference 
between the accepted bid of $46,- 
200 and the next lowest quote. 

Hirsch told council that all 
three contractors h’ad bid on the 
same package. He attributed the 
difference between them to the 
fact that the chosen firm is one 
of the largest roof replacement 
firms, which may have a better 
idea of how to perform the work. 
Work should begin in a “couple 
of weeks,” he said. 

Council also approved a pro¬ 
posal bv the Public Works staff 
to purchase eight pieces of equip¬ 
ment This equipment will be in¬ 
cluded in the budget proposal 
Hobbs will present at the next 
council meeting. 

Hobbs acknowledged that re¬ 
questing approval in advance of 
the budget review was an un¬ 
usual step. However, if a pur¬ 
chase commitment is not made by 
March 20, announced price in¬ 
creases will raise the total cost 
by $30,515 on the $173,400 pur¬ 
chase. The purchase will be fund¬ 
ed from the city's replacement 
fund.

Twenty-seven Public Works 
personnel worked almost 48 
hours, with only two- or three- 
hour breaks to catch a catnap, 
from 4 a.m. on Saturday, March 
13 through midnight Sunday. 
“They came through like cham¬ 
pions,” Hirsch said. 

In fact, the city was so pleased 
with the work of these employees 
that City Manager Daniel Hobbs 
presented Hirsch with a city 
manager’s award at the Monday 
night city council meeting. This 
turned out to be an “I worked 
the blizzard of ’93” T-shirt, in 
recognition of their dedication. 
All twent-seven department em¬ 
ployees who worked on snow re¬ 
moval will receive this award. 
Council members also personally 
praised the job done by these 
crews. 

Some of them were the me¬ 
chanics, who performed some¬ 
times as skilled drivers, but often 
carrying out necessary repairs. 
Plow frames could break on the 
smaller vehicles from the weight 
of the heavy snow. If the edging 
along the bottom of many of the 
plows sometimes cracked, me¬ 
chanics took off the blades, 
welded new edging on the spot, 
and sent the vehicles back out. 
At a future time, these blades 
will be replaced with new ones, 
Hirsch said. A broken chain from 
a salt spreader was also repaired. 
Hirsch particularly commended 
James Keifline, head mechanic, 
for his dedicated work. 

Along Crescent Road from 
Lastner Lane east toward North- 
way, nine trees were felled by 
high winds or the weight of ice, 
smashing flat the chain link 
fencing that marks off the prop¬ 
erty of -private fhomes. Consid¬ 
ered dangerous because they 
leaned precipitously, these trees 


were cut down during the storm 
by members of the Public Works 
crew, working under the direc¬ 
tion of horticulturist Bill Phelan. 

Salting of Roads 
Each night members of the 
crew have also been on call to 
uperate the salt spreaders. Be¬ 
tween 5 p.m. and midnight on 
Monday, after the Greenbelt Po¬ 
lice reported icing conditions on 
Hanover Parkway and Mandan 
Road, Richard Mills of the Parks 
crew operate! a spreader. Al¬ 
though Greenbelt Road, as a 
state highway, is not the respon¬ 
sibility of i'he city, the truck 
spread suit there on dangerous 
spots while traveling to the city- 
maintained roadways. 

Just prior to the storm, the 
Public Works Department re¬ 
plenished the salt stock, which 
had been depleted over the win¬ 
ter. Solar salt created by an 
evaporating process, although 
a few cents more expensive per 
ton, is preferred, Hirsch said, as 
less damaging environmentally. 
The material is finer and lacks 
impurities, like rock salt, which 
is mined from underground. Nev- 
erless, as this new supply ran 
out, the city acquired other stock 
from the county, with which it 
has a mutual sharing agreement. 

Vandalism to Trucks 
A gang of teenage boys cre¬ 
ated considerable damage to one 
of the snow removal trucks when 
they threw a heavy block of ice 
at the truck’s windshield, splin¬ 
tering it into slivers of glass on 
the passenger side- Although the 
block did not break through, it 
made it impossible for the spot¬ 
ter, who rides alongside the dri¬ 
ver, to look out ahead. His role 
is necessary, so that the blade 
does not cut too far to the right. 
Had the windshield shattered on 
See SNOWS, page 9, col.

Families that had an income 
less than $22,370 in 1992 and 
had at least one child at home 
for more than half the year are 
eligible to receive an earned in¬ 
come tax credit.

Changes in 1992 
State Taxes 

There are several changes to 
Maryland tax booklets this year, 
according to the State Comptrol¬ 
ler’s office. Filing levels and 
the pension exclusion have been 
increased so that residents can 
earn more before being subject to 
taxation. 

There is a new deduction for 
two-earner couples that applies 
only to wages, not to unearned 
income. Taxpayers using this 
option will only need to fill one 
column of the tax form. 

The county piggyback tax is 
now 60%, up from 50% last 
year. 'In addition, high income 
taxpayers will be subject to a 
6% tax rate.

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GEAC Members Discuss 


Traffic Light, Other Issues

According to Timothy Seehrist, president of the Green- 
belt East Advisory Committee, the deadline for funding of 
a traffic light at Greenbelt Road and Frankfort Drive is 
nearing. Seehrist said that city council members have 
indicated to him that the lack of a unanimous vote by GEAC 
members favoring the light may place the project in peril. 
The Greenwood Village Homeowners Association opposes 
construction of the light and if the funding reserved by the 
project isn’t used for the Frankfort Drive light, it could be 
used for another county project, not necessarily in Green¬ 
belt. 


Sheldon Goldberg of Windsor 
Green seemed frustrated <by the 
situation, stating that although 
he still favors the project, due 
to limitations that the State 
Highway Administration has im¬ 
posed, “There is no use in get¬ 
ting a light we don't need.” The 
SHA has restricted use of the 
proposed light to certain hours 
of the day with the direction of 
a crossing guard and would pro¬ 
hibit turning traffic in the in¬ 
tersection. 

On a similar issue, Mike Vac- 
caro of Greenbriar complained 
about the timing of the light at 
Ora Glen Drive and Hanover 
Parkway. He said that when the 
new light's “Walk” signal comes 
on, it changes to “Don't Walk” 
after pedestrians have taken only 
a few steps off the curb. Others 
in the group have had the same 
experience but had not reported 
the incidents berause of an an¬ 
nouncement by city officials that 
the light was in the process of 
being adjusted. 

Town Meeting 

GEAC members also discussed 
a recent town meeting with 
State’s Attorney Alex Williams 


where citizens had voiced con¬ 
cerns over an increase in car 
thefts in the area and cited tru¬ 
ancy from Eleanor Roosevelt 
High as the potential cause. Vac- 
caro noted that the crimes oc¬ 
curring in the Greenbriar com¬ 
munity, which is closest to the 
school, are minor in nature, us¬ 
ually consisting of vandalism. 
However, he also indicated that 
the problem is a recurring one. 

He told the group that when 
multiple complaints are received 
from residents in the area, home- 
owner association officials call 
the school and speak with the 
principal. He said that the prin¬ 
cipal always says school authori¬ 
ties will take care of the prob¬ 
lem 'but that the problems start 
up again later. (See letter from 
principal on page 2.) 

Sheldon Goldberg focused on 
the fact that most of the inci¬ 
dents of car theft are attempts, 
rather than actual theft, and 
that the vehicles are usually re¬ 
turned, an indication that they 
are being used for joy riding. He 
also said that most occurences 
happen at night.

needed. 

This boyish lark had expensive 
consequences for the city. Not 
only must the glass be replaced, 
but the frame around the wind¬ 
shield was bent as well, requir¬ 
ing replacement at a cost esti¬ 
mated at $300. On Tuesday other 
boys threw snowballs at a mov¬ 
ing garbage truck, aiming for 
the open window. Had it bit 
the driver, with a second man 
riding in the open on the rear, 
the employees could well have 
been injured.

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 

Hello again ! ! ! 

'Some time ago, in one of my pa&t writings, I spoke about a 
component called the oxygen sensor. This component is located 
in the exhaust system with one or two wires coming from it and 
resembles a spark plug. Ah, now you remember! Well, anyway, 
this past week we had a vehicle come into the repair facility with 
a driveability complaint and a mileage loss complaint. The engine 
had been completely tuned up about two weeks ago, with all new 
ignition components, but the condition actually worsened according 
to the owner who stated he performed the tune up himself. We 
didn't know the validity of the job that was performed- After a 
road test and a visual we got the feeling of how bad this vehicle 
was performing 

The actual tuneup was pretty much in line and was not a 
factor in how the engine was performing. While performing a 
singular emission component check with a digital volt and ohm 
meter, we eliminated most of the troubling and routine checks. 
The next test was the oxygen sensor test which we felt could be 
a possible cause, although nothing out of the ordinary. Wow, it 
seemed as if the oxygen sensor was on vacation when we tested 
it for voltage. No wonder the engine was running terrible and with 
mileage loss. At this point, we put a new one in and retested the 
circuits. Things began to happen. The power increased, the 
stumble disappeared, and probably the mileage came back (only the 
next fill up will confirm that). 

We then checked the mileage and found it to be over 50 
thousand—57 to be exact—and the oxygen sensor was original. 

No preventive maintenance was ever done in this department. 
This is no good because this type oi repair can get out of hand 
very quickly and cause unnecessary component replacement. This 
kind of situation happens all the time. Vehicle owners buy all 
kinds of tune up components that they think they need, and un¬ 
scrupulous people just do parts replacement types of diagnosis. 
Well, albs happy in this department,
